Tue Executive Council-have commuted the 
sentence of death passed upon the two men 
|found guilty by the Supremo Court of the 
wanton, cold-blooded murder of a dofonce- 
leas man in the. outlying village of Little 
Hongkong: We need not recapitulate tho 
story of tho armed attack, which haa boen 
so often told. Tho gang.of mon went to 
the villago fully armed, and from tha fact 
-that on the very slight provacation of on 
attempt to ery for help they shot one man, 
we may readily concluda.that if anything 
like opposition had been encountered, they 
would not-have scrupled to shoot down all 
who camo in their way. Among the solt- 
est-mannered people of the world no aym- 
pathy could. be evoked for these banditti 
who had ruthlessly struck at the. foundation 
of socist existenco—the socurity of life aud 
property. . “Such: crimes, in fact, ure only 
common in unsettled countries, where of a 
necessity punishmont follows capture with 
geont speed: and sharp severity. Hora in 
Hongkong the conditiona sro anomalous, 
A populace at a stage of. civilisation af 
which one may naturally expect to. find 
cruel punishmonts for even amall offences, 
and accustomed to such crucltics in tho 
country from’ which they come, is ruled 
-over by 4 people on a higher level of civilisn- 
tion arid with milder laws, We do not say 
the rulers in such circumstances ought to 
throw their milder laws. to the wind and 
dessand to the level of the ruled, bat. we 
do say that an adaptation must be made to 
mest the peculiar. cincumatances, - Tho 
action of the Executive in this case: would 
soom to'show that, instend of atrobgthening 
the law so. as to put down. “high-handed 
waurder, thoy sere bent on weakening, of 
straining even the mild provisions of the 
English Jaw, ao that robbery and murder 
might be committed with impunity. 

We do not know. tha reasons which in- 
duced the Executive to take the extraor- 
dinary stepthey have done ; and, in default of 
the explanation that is given in all constitu. 
tional countries when the judgment of 2 
Supreme Court is set aside by the Orown 
orthe Government, we must deal solely 
with the case as presonted before the Court 
here, As we said, when commenting on 
the sentence passed by Justice Leach, we 
think the proof of the guilt of tho two men 
was clearly established. The circumstan- 
tial evidence alone was sufficient, in our 
opinion, tohave warranted a conviction. ‘The’ 
men were found together a fow hours after 
tho murder, they were both armed, thoy were 
both in possession of property stolen from. 
tha house, and one of them had a number 
of bullets wrappod ia a handkerchief stolen 
from the house. Themen were unablo to 
give any explanation whatever of how: they 
came in possession of these articles. A 
jury of seven men, two Englisimen, threo 


Germans and two Portgguese, altor.a pa- |“ 


tient trial ananimously found them guilty ; 
aud the Judge in passing sentence said :— 
‘The facts.of this casa were really clear 
against you, and J must.say I concer with 
the jury in the verdict at which they have 
arrived,’ Since then'no new light haa been 
thrown on the matter; no extenuating cir- 
cumstances, that would justify apy mercy 


being shown, have been alleged. The only |" 


suggestion we can hear aa to ‘the motives 
which led to the ‘strange decision on the 
port of the Executive is that the evidence of 
a little boy who identified the men was not 
considered to ba strong. | We are coiivinced 
the jury estimated that evidence at its true 
value. Had it beon unsupported by 
strong circumstantialovidence they probably 


would: not have convicted -the. men ; 


but in view of the very atzong corroborative |" 


evidence, they rightly felt thomsclves un- 
able to dismiss italtogother, But even apart 
from this boy's evidence we think: the casa 
wos averystrong one,. Considering, then, 
the ananimous verdict of the jury and the 
strong concurring opinion of the judge, the 
Hzocutive, wales povertol sxgementy 
é : 


As wo anid before, wo have no sympathy 
with the focling strongly expreasod in the 
rough worda—that a hanging would do good 
to the Colony. But in view of tho fact 
that, owing to the unreliability of Chiness 


_| witnosees, it hasbeen almost impossible to 


got convictions in numerous cases of 
murder, we think, judging by the only 
facts. wo have to go upon—and if- the 
Government do not avow the reasons of 
their conduct.thoso oro the only facta thoy 
must bo judged upon--thaot when o caso 
had been found in which the circumstan- 
tial evidence was ag strong, the unpleasant 
duty of executing justice ought not to 
have been shirked. The Government, by 
the very fact of now ‘imposing a . son- 
tence of lifo imprisonment, must have recog- 
niged tho guilt of the mon, and the crime is 
auch that even in England very few would 
have been found to plead for mercy, In 
Europe less than10) yeata ago, amid a civi- 
sation much higherthonthat ofChina-town, 
crimes of a far lighter character were punish- 
ed by death, and in most cases necessarily 
so, becauao. tho lawless condition of tho 
people’ demanded it, . The application of 
ultra-huimanitarian principles to 9 semi- 
barbarous people cannot but have dissstrous 
effects. In addition to thie general evil 
effect which the weakness ofthe Governmont 
in this instance will produce, it will have, 
wa fear, the additional tendency of dis 
couraging attempts at resistance to such 
roffians as attacked Little Hongkong, and 
will certainly not prove an incentive to co- 
operation with tho polies on the part of the 
natives, It must also have some effect on. 
jurymen, who will not be strengthened in 
‘their endeavours te do justice when thoy 
find their verdicts so unreasonably set aside 
by the authorities, ‘ 

OF all tho ozplanations wa can imaging 
for the conduct of the Executive, only ong 
puts it in a favourable lieht, and that is the 
suggestion that they were influenced by 
the fact that the unprotected condition 
of Little Hongkong was temptation to 
matanders, Wo do not know that this 
leasens the guilt of the mon bué, it may 
be held’ to remova a part of tho’ respon- 
aibility on to tho sliculdera of the Govern- 
mont. IE this miggestion were correct, 
the Government would be made. practically 
to ssy—‘ You are two upredeemable black- 
guards, but we, too, are big sinnera, and 0, 
a3 we cannot throw bigstones at you, we will 
be content with amall ones.” The truth of 
this opposition can only by tested by ascer~ 
taining what steps the Government hava 
taken to afford protection to tha -little 
village, We trust tho nnofficial membors 
of Council will elicit some explanation of 
this ill-timed lonisncy.

A VISIT TO THE ‘MIRACULOUS 
CORPSE’ AT NAMTAU. — 

Wo wore somewhat promature'in saying 
the other day that the: miraculous corpse at 
Naintan had retired from busineas.. Ho 
still Jaga superfnous on tho stage of time, 
although his sitccess as a ‘draw’ haa 
wofully diminished., Yesterday s party of 
visitors from ‘Hongkong, including Dr. 
Marques, Police Inspect,'r Quincey, several 
Portaguese gentlemen, and a number of Ohi- 
neso pilgrims paid a visit to the illustrious 
remains. They left at 7 am. un board the 
stoam-launch Hang Cheung, and after tive 
hours’ steaming arrived in Sha Tsing bay. 
Tho shallowness of the water prevouted 
them from gotting: close to the: shore, 
but the expodition was not to be stop- 
ped by a trifle of that kind, The voy- 
agers transferred ‘themselves to a junk 
and duly landed st Sha Tsing: Brom 
this apot the rost of the journey had 
to be performed either on foot or by moans 
of such things in the shape of chairs as 
were availablo. Tho European portion of 
the company suecéeded after some bother 
in getting thomsclyos provided with chairs 
and bearers—tho services of a number of 
the plain but sturdy daughtora uf China 
being enliated fot that parpose—and (set off 
along a four-fect wido road, through end- 
lesa paddy fields. After an hour-and-a-balf 
of progress in this fashion, Mau Chau, an 
odoriferons village on a muddy creek, was 
reached. The said croek had to ‘ bo 
crossed by wicans of-a' ferry-boat, fare 
two cents, aftor -which tho procession 
was teaumed in: the same order as: be- 
fore. Another hour's jolting through the 
dreary paddy fields brought the travollers 
to. Kai.Tau, tho:home of the miraculous 
defunct, Kai Tao, although conscious of 
the houourable position it occupies amon 
Chinese villuges on account of the presery 
corpae swindle, hos ‘not had its head quite 
turned by tho fact. The inhabitants were, 
indead, extremely civil, ond for froit and 
other things only charged the Eufopeans ten 
times as much as they would have charged 
Chinese. The visitors had no difficulty in 
finding the celebrated corpse. It is in o 
humble brick house of the ordinary Chinese 
pattern, with all the usual arrangements 
for the exclusion of light and air. It may 
be montioned here that certain inquiries 
made with regard to the corpse elicited the 
following biographical details Before he 
became a ‘ remains’ Ng Cheung Fat was a 
farmer in poor circumstances, , He dicd nine 
monthe ago, at which time ho waa forty-one. 
yeara of age. He had never been married, 
and is said to have beon o miracle of virtue. 
He was during the later years of his life a 
strict vegetarian'and a tote! abstainer, and 
was down on the cigarette, Nature, ap- 
palled at his moral excellenco, left him 
alone while he was, slive,-and - forgot to 
decompose him after he died. ; 

Outside the house « lange matshed has 
been built for the reception of visitors. 
Herp the pilgrima ara sotved with tea and 
are afforded an oppertonity to subscribe to 
a fund which is to be devoted to the building 
of a temple which is. to be dedicated to the 
late Ng Oheung Fat, who has heen mado & 
saint for bis extraordinary conduct at & 
deceased. As a guarantee of faith 
the subscribers to the fund are invited to 
gaze upon the foundations which have al- 
Tead Been laid fur the temple. Subscri- 
bera’ names are written on scarlet paper 
and pasted upon the walls of the matshed, 
which proud distinction hes already been 
conferred on 6 number of Hongkong re- 
sidents, The room in which the late Ng 
Qheung Fat now reposes is dark and dirty 
and full of smoke from burning jons-atioks. 
‘The gtimmer of candle-light which. feebly 
irradiates the thick atmosphere within only 
enables the visitor to nee the objecta there 
very indistinctly, Only. one visitor is 
allowed to enter ata time, Tho first thing 
he sees-ia a small, dimly-lit abrine table, 
behind which sits the showman, ‘a brother 
of the deceased on the maternal side, Along 
with him is a Taoist priest, whose busi- 
hess in to conduct the ohin-chin ceremony 
in-which the visitor fe supposed to indulge 
with reference tothesaint. Joss-sticks and 
papers and all tho asus! paraphornalia for 
this: purpose may be ‘purchased on the 
spot, and the pricat negotiates the. prayors 
und incantations and commnnicates tothe 
saint any observations which the visitor 
may desire to'address “to. him.’ On an-or- 
dinsry Obinese ted, supported on wooden 
trestles placed against the wall of the room 
reposes the alleged body of the  Iste 
Ng Cheung: Fat." A mosquito curtain 
ofa thicker texture than usual’ evelopes 
the .bier, ands barricade of. stout poles 
prevents the visitor from approaching too 
close to the body, The facois turned awey 
from the speotator and all that.can be mad 
out even after the visitor's eyes have ba! 
come accustomed to the glooix'of the plate, 
is the outline of something that might be 
taken fur a human body, The head, whith 
ap) bave ‘been clean shaved, is 
coverad with a high-crowned broad brimmed 
ecclesiastical hat which leaves little of the 
face to he seap.

~~ GORRESPONDENCE. 
A COLONY VIRTUOUS EN SPITE 
of OF ITSELF, 
”. To the Editor of the ‘Cina Man.’ 
Hongkong, Deo. 10. 
«Sra,—-I read with much ‘interest the 
report of the debate in the Singapore Coun- 
oi] on the new dill for. tho. protection of 
Women and Children, which is meant ssa 
substitute for the old C. D, Acts. It is 
rather a. strange apectacle to seo laws im- 
posed on a country to which bvth the 
govorning and. tho governed are opposed. 
But this is ao anomaly. 1 suppose, that 
must’ be oxpected in Colonial government 
of the ‘Crown’ type. I suppose most 
people here and in our sister colonics will 
say that the Government from outside is 
noarly.always prejudicial. In tho caso in 
question, however, although I know. few, 
either here or in. any of the other colonica 
similarly placed, will aupport me, I am in- 
clined to think that the action of tho people 
at Home may finally result in good to the 
colonies, ¥ 
Let me may at the outset that, as a rule, 
Ihave not much sympathy for the much- 
decried Exeter Hall people. Differing 
fundamentally in. religious idens, I look 
upon the matter from a different stand. 
oint, This isnot a savoury subject, and 
do-not. wish to entar into details, 
but I think it might be well to state a few 
principles that sectn to be overlookod in 
discussing this very important subject. 
Thero is a groat tendonay in legislators, 
and in: the’ people who in free countries 
choose the legislators, to look only at the pro- 
ximate results of a measure and to disre- 
gard the ulteriot results. In a complex 
society. new laws werk out complex 
changes, Intended culy io,meet the needs 
of one section they have a reacting effect 
on all departments of life, snd often yield 
re.ults that it was perhaps impousible to 
forosesc. Thus, when the final .reckoning 
comes to be made it may be found,—I 
think it will be found—that o good deal of 
the socialistio legislation of recent ycars— 
the stepping in of the State to shield men 
from tha natural results of their sins and 
improvidence and to relieve men of tho du- 
ties of fatherhood—has worked more evil 
than good.. Such at any rate do I think 
would have been the result of the continua- 
tion of the State regulation of vice in these 
Colonies. aG: : 
First of all we have to determine what 
we wish our Colonies.or our people to be- 
come. . If we intend to..remain only for a 
fow yenrs in these statiohs we have planted 
all over the world, then it may be wise to 
think only of what is good for tho moment 
and leave the future uncared for. But. if 
we have gone to these places with the in- 
tention of remaining permanently, or with 
as much permanance as can be expected of 
human undertakings—and of. making the 
inhabitante of thcso Colonies healthy, well- 
behaved, honest and industrious citizens, 
then we are bound to think of the yoars that 
-are to. come as well as of the Paseilyg day. 
Now what constitutes healthy moral family 
life in an advanced ‘civiliantion J° There 
seems to be rome doubt about: it at the 
resent moment, arising perhaps from the 
fact thet the religious sanction is losing its 
force and no other has taken its place. But 
leaving religion out of count altogether and 
considering only the. characteristics of. dif- 
ferent stages of civilisation, we got aban 
dant evidence on .which to deduce. what 
the relationship between the-sexes tends 
to become, or ]-may even say, must become 
in a tivilised: state. Beginning with pro- 
miscuity' in a savage state sind passin, 
through the stages. when a woman: 
many husbands and “the somewhat higher 
when & man had many wives, we teach the 
highest where the relationship between the 
sexes is cheracterised by s‘rict monogamy 
and astiled family lifs—the only relation: 
ship which can secure that training of tha 
young, that cultivation of symwpathutic feel- 
ings and refined taste; and that care for the 
aged which are. obaracteristio” of a high 
civilisation. -;.; - ee 
‘The question: then arises, is it s “better 
policy to got the State to-interfero with the 
corrective effects of the chastisement that 
follows “an infringemont of the laws of 
healthy life, and thas artificially to increase 
the tendencies that make for a low condi- 
tion.of society, orto allow the incontinent 
to stiffer somewhat more keonly the conse- 
quences oftheir wnbridied passion, in the 
faith that the very: keenness of this punish- 
ment will work outa really beneficent care 
in the future?” Tha majority of residents, 
and especially the old residents, will, I know, 
at once reply that this woz of putting the 
matter is absard, and declarp:that F know 


nothing about the peculiar cnnditions of this tiie’
